One of the attorneys, prominent ‘In’ the.»tate dnd -° federal 
courts, said that if President Roosevelt was a little les@Mighletic and a lifttie 
less of a Harvard man, Lewis would never have been cppdéited. Lewis was 
a crack-a-jack center on the eleven several years ago,y,one of, the best 
the college ever had, and, at present, is the head voach offfhe ‘varsity 
eleven. But, the fact remains that thera are hundreis of Lewy erg Ties 
ton who are abler than Lewis, ang who are much more prominent and ] 
vable politically. , ae

The session last night of council's spe- 
cjal investigating committee, which was 
appointed for the purpose of examining 
into the methods employed by the board 
of police commissioners in conducting the 
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affairs of the police G@epartment, had two 
Wistinctive and interesting features. 

The first of these was the speech of 
Commissioner George E. Johnson, vice 
chairman of the board, in which he de- 
elared that the police board was the 
fountainhead of all politics—local, coun- 
ty, state national. He told of the 
numerous dickerines by members of the 
board, of the trades that had been made, 
the caucuses that had been held, and 
finally stated that he believed it would 
be a good thing for the police depart- 
ment if the police board could be wiped 
out of existence. 

He declared that he was ready to join 
with the commissioners at any time in 
tendering resignations, and an- 
nounced that his reason this was 
his belief that he would be defeated at 
the next election, anyway. 

The second feature was the applause 
produced by the statements of Commis- 
sioner Johnson. This applause was most 
frequently led either by Chairman James 
L. Key or Alderman James G. Wood- 
ward. Sometimes, when the statements 
of Commissioner Johnson were particu- 
larly humorous, other members of the 
committee would either smile or laugh 
outright. 

Applause Was Unrestrained. 

The laughter and applause was allowed 
to continue by Chairman .Key without 
interruption. The audience was either 
laughing or applauding during the entire 
evening, but only once did Chairman Key 
attempt to preserve order in the council 
chamtber, and that was when the applause 
interrupted his remarks while he was 
questioning the vice chairman of the po- 
lice board.

Coal “Ring” Being Probed. 


A special grand jury, which has been 
called to investigate the conditions re- 
sponsible for the coal famine, continued 
today to hear evidence which the attor- 
ney general and the state’s attorney 
have secured against the coal operators 
and big dealers. Twenty-five coal men, 
some the heads of wholesale firms, and 
others chiefs in the counsels of corpora- 
tions operating mines, preSented them- 
selves at the criminal court building in 
answer to summons to tell what thev 
may know of the “ring’’ which the Illi- 
rois Manufacturers’ Association charges 
is responsible for fuel conditions, main- 
tained the contention of the grand jury 
that none but coal men. shall be ex- 

ined, and under Mr, Dineen’s direction 
tfey are Belne dsKed to explain*just what 
are the aims and objects of the Illinois 
Coal Operators’ Association, and why 
coal stored on railroad tracks just out- 
side the city Mmits is not being ordered 
into the city and marketed. It is said 
that the investigators have discovered 
trains of coal cars sidetracked and plac- 
anded with instructions to freight crews 
to hold regular consignments indefinitely, 
and that hundreds of tons of coal have 
been taken from the cars and heaped up 
along the. tracks, 

Attorney General Hamlin declared that 
the investigation would not be confined to 
Chicago, but would reach out so as to 
take up conditions throughout the state.

In the absence of Chair- 
man Gray, who is ill, Brigadier General 
Wilson again assumed the duties of chair- 
man. The Delaware and Hudson company 
expects to conclude its case tomorrow 
when the Erie company. which controls 
the Hillside Coal and Iron Company and 
the Pennsylvania Coal Company, will pre- 
sent its testimony. 

Abek I. Culver, of New York, 
troller of the Delaware and Hudson com- 
cross-examination, said today 
Delaware Hudson company 
was selling coal to middlemen at tide 
water at $ a ton for prepared sizes. He 
did not know what prices the middlemen 
were receiving from the public beyond 
what he read in the daily newspapers. 
It was decided to ask Thomas F. Torrey, 
of New York, general sales agent of 
the company, to come to Philadelphia 
and inform the committee what he knew 
on this feature of the coal trade. 

Flooded His Own Mines. 

Cc. C. Rose, of Scranton, superintendent 
of the coal department of the Delaware 
and’ Hudson company, said several of the 
company’s collieries were flooded as a re- 
sult of the strike of the steamer men 
in June. On cross-examination he said 
he would rather let the mines fill with 
water than to submit to unreasonable 
demands made by the union. 

George Anderson, of Scranton, a clerk 
in the coal department of the company, 
presented numerous statistics bearing 
upon the issues before the commission. 
One ot the statements showed that 2,38 
of the company’ 13,258 employees have 
been working in or about the mines for 
from ten to sixty years. He produced 
data showing the workings of the com- 
pany's relief fund, with which more than 
5,000 of the company’s employees are con- 
nected. 

Mr. Anderson presented a state- 
ment showing that twenty-eight collieries 
of the company lost 368 ten-hour days in 
i901 for which the employees were respon- 
sible. Of these 115 were lost on account 
of picnics and other holidays (not in- 
cluding legal holidays), fifty-nine on ac- 
count of “‘Mitchel day’’ and other days 
and 194 days on account of strikes and 
suspensions. Another statement offered 
by the witness showed that since the 
strike ended in the-latter part of October 
the twenty-eight collieries lost 110 days, 
reducing the coal production of the com- 
pany 92,511 tons. Cross-examined by Mr. 
Darrow, the witness said he procured 
most of his information regarding the loss 
of time for which the men were responsi- 
ble from the foreman of the company. 

Can’t Get Miners. 

Thomas R. Thomas, outside foreman at 
the Jermyn colliery of the company, told 
of the difficulty he had in inducing the 
men to mine more coal. He produced a 
paper alleged to have been drawn up 
by local union 125 ¥yhich stated that any 
member loading more cars in the heading 
than are loaded in the chambers would 
be expelled from the union. Two men, 
he said, violated this alleged rule of the 
union and their tools were destroyed and 
one of their houses was dynamited. 

The two miners referred to, Michael 
McHale and Harry Gilbert, corroborated 
the testimony of Mr. Thomas, who on 
cross-examination said he was always 
willing to meet grievance committees of 
his own employees, but he would refuse 
to meet officiats of the union who are not

Prompt Action Likely. 

There has been some general talk about 
an agreement to pass such a bill without 
opening up the tariff question and the re- 
publican leaders expect the house bill 
will be passed promptly by tne senate.. 

There was a conference on the floor of 
the senate today participated in by Sen- 
ators Aldrich. Allison, Spooner and Lodge 
and Chairman Payne, of the house com- 
mittee on ways. and means. After this 
conference Senator Aldrich announced in 
the senate. when a resolution by Senator 
Vest for the removal of duty on coai 
came up. that he believed “there would 
be action elsewhere regarding the re- 
moval of the duty.’’

Among the bills before the nouse ways 
and means committee affecting the duty 
on coal is one introduced early in the 
session by Representative Hill, of Con- 
necticut. This bill is receiving the 
rious and favorable consideration of the 
committee. It provides as follows: 

‘That there shali be allowed and paid 
under such regulation as the secretary 
of the treasury shall prescribe on all coal 
of every kind and form imported into 
any portion of the Atlantic coast, a draw- 
back of the import duties paid on the 
same to and including the 30th day of 
June, 1908.”’ 

This act to take 
upon its passage. 

McCall’s Measure. 

Another bill, introduced by Represen- 
tative McCall, of Massachusetts, suspends 
the collection of duties on coal for ninety 
days. Mr. McCall and Senator Lodge had 
a talk on the house side late In the day. 

One member of the ways and means 
@amittee said it was immaterial whether 
a bill to suspend the collection of duties 
or one providing for rebate was adopted, 
since both have the same effect, and that 
it would be only a matter of method, 
but he tnclined to the view that a 
bill would be preferable. A number of 
bills have been introduced in the house 
and refered to the wavs and means com- 
mittee which provide for the repeal of all 
duties upon coal of all Kinds imported 
into the United States. There is 
another bill providing for a reciprocal 
trade relation between the 
and Canada on coal.
